We, FREDERICKE, by thegrace 
of God, King of Bobemia, CountPalatine 
of the Rhine, Ele&or of the ſacred Empire; 
Duke of Bauaria, Marquis of Moraua, 
Duke of Siefia and Luxemburg , Marquis 
of the higher and lower Luſatia,e*c. Send 
greeting to the ſaid famous Realme of Bo- 
bemia, the Margrauethip of Morama, the 
Dukedom of $/efia, the vpper and neather 
Margraueſhip of Luzatia (as incorpora- 
ted Provinces with the ſaid Kingdome)and 
to the higher and lower States of the Arch- 
dukedomes of Auſiria, and to all and euery 
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one of them in particular , to whom theſe 
Preſents ſhal or may inany wiſe appertaine: 
ſignifying voto them , That although ma- 
ny yeeres ſince there hath beene a ſtrong 
and perfet bond of contederacie, vnitie, 
peace, and league, had and held from time 
to time, betweene the famous Kingdome of 
Bobemia , together with the incorporated 
and vnited Prouinces thereof, and the fa- 
mous KingJome of Hungaria, as ſuſhcient- 
ly appeareth by divers and ſeurcrall Treaties 
made and held in Vienna, Presburg , and 
elſewhere , whereof, on both fides, VWri- 
tings and Articles were draiyne, made, and 
written, which both parties, long time in- 
uiolably and firmely haue held,obſerued, & 
maintayaed , vntill certayne turbulent and 
vnquiet perſons, hane ſought and practized 
to ſet variance betweene them , thereby to 
breake and diſſolue their ſaid League and 
perfe& Vnitie. VWhereupon, the States of 
the Kingdome of Bohemia , and the Mar- 
graucſhip of Morawa , by their Ambaſſa- 
dors , did moſt friendly certifie the Prince 
of Tranſiluania, for that time being, toge- 
ther with the States of the Kingdome of 
Hungar1a, not only long fince in the raigns 
of the Emperours,Rodulyhus and Matthias, 
of famous memoriec , deccafed , to certific 
them 


them that then were aſſembled and had mer 
together,to agree vpon,and to make a firme 
League of Amitie betweene them, but now 
alſo preſently haue ſoughtvnto and deſired 
them, that touching the earneſt renewing, 
ſtrengthening and better confirmation of 
their ſaid ancient League and Amity, they 
would not withdraw, nor ſhew themfelucs 
backward, V\ hich infinuation(as it appea- 
reth) being friendly and willingly accepted 
andliked or by them , Wee alſo hauinga 
oreat deſire thereunto , (beeing perſwaded 
that we haue not wel performedour charge, 
duty, touching the furtherance & aduance- 
ment of the ſaid Confederation betweene 
the ſaid Kingdomes and Prouinces) vnleſſe 
we ſhew our ſclues wholly deſirous and ad- 
dicted to the ſaid renewing, reſtoring, ard 
declaration of the ſaid often deſired league, 
as alſo to ſhew that thankefulneſle and gra- 
tuity which we are bound to yeeld vnto the 
famous Prince of Hungaria and Tranſilua- 
nia, and the States of the ſaid Countreyes, 
for hauing vouchſated at ſuch times as wee 
were oppreſſed with troubles and Warres, 
to ſend vsaide. 

Therefore to requite the ſame , We haue 
not beene flacke , willingly to conſent, and 
agree 


agree vnto their requeſt and defires, that by 
the aide and helpe of God, this religious, 
fruicfull, moſt commendable andiprofiiable 
worke, for all Chriſtendome, according to 
all good Chriſtians deſires , might happily 
procced and goe forward, and the League 
by certaine neceſſary Couenants renewed, 
increaſed,and firengthned,(by the Articles 
inſuing) with the famous Prince Gabriel, 
by the Grace of God, Prince of Hungaria, 
and Tranſfiluania, Earle of Siculen, and the 
States of the famous Kingdome of Hunga- 
71a, then aſſembled in Presburg , vpon the 
ordinary day of aſfembly there holden, (his 
ſaid Maieſty giuing his Princely word and 
aſſurance, rouching the ſame, with full au- 
thoritie, for and in the name of the States 
of the Principalitie of Tranſiluania, and 
the three Nations; for that by reaſon of the 
diſtance of places, and longneſle of the way, 
they could not ſend their ſpeciall and parti- 
cular Ambaſſadors) made by the moſt No- 
ble, Honorable, Valiant, wiſe, and diſcreet 
perſons, George Fredericke, Earle of Ho- 
enboe, Baron of Langenbrucke, Boleſl;uia, 
Coſmenes,and Krul;ch, one of ours and the 
Kingdome of Bobemia's counſel! of warre, 
Gencrall of the Armie , Colonell of three 
Stits ? thou- 


thouſand footmen, and a thouſand Horfe- 
men, and Knights. Henry Matthias, Earle 
of T buer yn, Baron of Crutz,, Williſch, and 
Leſ\dorf, Burgrauc'of the Caſtle of Carelo- 
ftem, one of ours,and the Kingdome of Bo- 
bemia's Councell , Chiefe Generall of the 
| Campe, and Colonell of three thouſand 
foormen. Leonardus Colonum, free Baron of 
Fels and Schenckenberch, Baron of Engl 
bourgh, Buchauw, $ chenauw, and Hacheru- 
ſtem, Marſhall of the Armie, Captaine of 
ſix hundred Horſemen.

cant Mator, and Colonell of a thouſand 
Horſemen.

keth their Commiſſion vpon him with full 
authority.) The Lord Eraſmus van Lau. 
dauw, free Baron of Haus, and Rapelſtern; 
Andreas T honardi, free Baron of Theru- 
bergh; and Rechbergh, Lord of Ouerhaſ- 
ſingh; Georgius Chriſtopherus , Rouberus 
Lord of Reineek Obrem, Trixen, Lacha- 
rium, and StanZernm, Iudge of the Prouin- 
cial Law in neather Auſtria,Georgins Eraſ.- 
mus Baron of T ſeruembl, Chicte Sewer of 
the Dnkedome of C'arnolia, and Margraue 
of Sclauoma; lobannes Ortolpheus T exman 
of Geylsbach, and Freidenegk , and Bal:ha- 
ſcrus Kleſſelb:den, Counſellors of Sternen, 
Ambaſladours for both the Arch-Duke- 
domes of fuſtria, ſent with full and ſifhici- 
ent power to the faid Parl:ament, in the 
Kingdome of Bohemia , We conſulted, a- 
greed,and concluded as followeth. 

Firit, Thatcontinuall, perpetuall andan 
inſeparable league of ynity,peace, & friend- 
ly amity, ſhall bee holden, and truely and 
Vprightly maintained, and obſerued , from 

hence 
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| henceforth by and between the Kingdome 
of Bobemia.The Margraueſhip of Moraura, 
The Dukedome of S$/eſia, the vpper and 
ncather Margraueſhips of Luz,aria, and the 
States thereof, as Prouinces incorporated 
one with the other , and conſequently, be- 
rweene,and with the true Kings of Bobemia, 
Margraues, Dukes, Barons, and their Suc- 
ceſlors, as alſo betweene the higher and 
lower Arch-Dukedomes of 4ufiria,and the 
States thereof, that now are or hereafter ſhal 
bee, andthe King or Prince of Hungaria, 
and the Kingdomes andProuinces annexed 

" to the ſaid Crowne. The Prince of Tran- 

filuania , and thoſe parts of the Kingdome 

of Hungaria,now annexed to the ſaid Prin- 

cipalitic of Tranſ/{uania,as alſo with all the 

States thereof, that now are, and which 

hereafter ſhall bee. | 

2. Secondly, If at any time hereafter, (by 

what Enemy ſocuer procured ) the com- 

mon and muruall peace ſhall be perturbed, 
by inuading of the Kingdomes or Prouin- 
ces of the ſaid Confederates, dire&ly or in- 
direaly,contrary to their ſaid League, or if 
any of them,deccitfull breaking off trom the 
ſaid League, or the Participants therein, 
ſhall inuade vs or any of them, that then wee 


{hall 


and power, and alſo with our liues, andthe 
ſhedding of our deareft bloud, to ayde, 

helpe,and aſſiſt each other, in and for the 
maintenance of this our League and Con- 

federacy , and therein andfor the ſame bee 
ready to live and die. Neyerthelefle, with 

ſuch preparation and power as the neceſſity 

of the caſe of either fide requireth , or ſhall 
require, and ſhall in time be requeſted as in 
the future common agreement of the ſaid 
confederated Kingdomes and Prouinces, 
ſpecially concerning the defence thereof, 
ſhall be concluded and ſet downe. 

3- Thirdly, all of vs ſhall takeand have a 
ſpeciall and earneſt care for the aduance- 
ment and inlarging of this Confederation, 
by accepting the alliance of the Countreyes 
bordering about vs, that ſo it may bee more 
and more ſtrengthened, but not without the: 
knowledge, will,and common counſell and 


conſent of the Confederates, vpon conditi- 


on that thoſe Countreyes, that are deſirous 
and ſeeke to be admitted into this League, 
ſhall firſt be bound with the like Oath and 
promiſe that wee are, and that being done, 
ſhalbe participants of the ayde, freedom, 8 
profit therof, as other Kingdomes and Pro- 
inces,cotaincd in the ſaid League,nowarc. 
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©... 4. Fourthly, The Articles of agreement 
| in this inuiolable anGperpetyall Confede- 
rance, made betweene the ſaid Kingdomes, 
Prouinces,and States thereof,and in the be- 
halfe of their Heires and Succeſfours, ſhall 
as well by vs that are now liuing, as by our 
ſaid Heires and Succeflors for better and 
ſurer maintenance thereof, vpon euery day 
of generall meeting, be repeated, rehearſed, 
and openly read in Court, and preſence of 
of the Aſſembly. And likewiſe, euery fift 
yecreat a certaine time and peace, with the 
conſent of all the Confederates, order ſhall 
bee taken for the meeting and common afſ- 
ſembling of the ſaid Confederates, at the 
which Aſſembly, all ſuch diforders and 
controuerſies, as by chance ſhall formerly 
haue bin comitted & happen, touching the 
maintenance of the Articles and contents 
thereof, may in time be holpen and preuen- 
ted,or as the ſtate,neceſſitie and conuenien- 
cic of the time requireth, may be augmen- 
ted, and made maniteſtand clcerer. 

5. Fiftly, Without the knowledge, will & 
conſent, of the confederated Kingdomes 
and Prouinces,it ſhall not be lawtull for any 
of vs,to make any offenſiue or detenſiue pre- 
paration,yet if any Inuaſton be made in any 
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_ of the faid Kingdomgg or Prouinces,or that 
any towne feared of ifiuaſion, to be made 
by the enemie, that bordereth vpon any of 
the Confederates, ſhall happen, before any 
helpe may bee had , or proceed from the o- 
ther confederated Prouinces , or that they 
may haue intelligence thereof, in that caſe, 
it thall be lawfull for any of the ſaid confe- 
derated Kingdomes and Prouinces, in the 
meane time,to defend rhemſelues by armes 
againſt the enemy, as well as they can. Like- 
wiſe, it ſhall not be lawfull for any of vs, 
particularly of our ſelues, to make peace or 
eruce with any new or future enemy and 
diſturbers of the common peace, of the in- 
corporated Kingdomes and confederated 
Prouinces , as defenders of them, our con- 
federacie leauing the reſt of their Confede- 
rates , without the licence and conſent of 
the reſt of the ſaid confederates. And com- 
mon & ſolemne peace being agreed vpon, 
thoſe perſons ſhall therein be contayned, 
that for the publike ſeruice (either politike 
or marſhal) haue vfed all the diligence they 
could,for the aduancement of the ſaid king- 
dome and Provinces. It ſhall alſo not be 
granted nor permitted to any of the Kings, 
Princes, and Lords (without the leave and 
Z good 


good will) of the faid Kingdomes and Pro. 
uinces, to begin any open watre, much leſfe 
to put or place any ſtrarige Souldiers into 
garriſon in any of the ſaid confederated 
Townes, Kingdomes, and Prouinces, nor 
to permit any troupe-or troupes of Soul- 
dicrs to paſſe through their Countries, 
Townes, or Prouinces , or to licence them 
_ todepart. 

6. Foraſmuch as that the ſaid King- 
domes and Prouinces,can by no meanes be 
preſerued and vpholden, vnleſle the bor- 
ders and paſſages of the Kingdome of Hun- 
Laria be maintayned and detended. There- 
tore, We the ſaid King of Bobemia, and 
the States of the ſame Kingdome, together 
with the aforeſaid incorporated Prouinces, 
as alſo of vpper and lower Auſtria, conſide- 
ring, that at this time the ſtate of thatKing- 
dome is yet very vnquiet, and the greateſt 
part thereot laid waſte and ouer-run , and 
that We, with the great coſts and charges 
of our Armie , are continually burthened, 
and are likely daily to haue more burthens 
and troubles fall vpon vs, yet to ſhew forth 
the cauſe of our true and willing aſliſtance, 
V/ee will from hence forth continue that 
payment, Which before this time mon 

ath. 
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hath beene ordinarily and vſually paid to- 
wards the Garriſons, and the maintenance. 
of the Marches and Borders of the King- 
dome of Hungaria , by cuery confederate 
Prouince or Countrie, according to their 
portion. Which alſo in the next general! 
Aſſembly of the Confederates, ſhall bee 
truely ſet downe, and made knowne. But 
haning better conſidered of the welfare of 
the common cauſe, VVeec are content to en- 
creaſe the ſaid ſumme with the value of hity 
thouſand Dollers of 70, Krutzers the pecce, 
in ready money.But yet that it ſhall be held, 
reckoned, and accounted, to proceed only 
from Our good wills and neighbourhoods, 
for the maintenance and ſecuritie of the a- 
foreſaid Kingdoms and Prouinces, and that 
the ſaid ſumme ſhall not be employed , bur 
only for the payment of the Garriſons, and 
the defence of the Borders of the ſame, as 
alſo that there ſhall bee certayne Commil- 
ſfioners appointed ſpecially to looke vnto it. 
And if it ſhall ſo fall ont, that the ſaid Bor- 
ders thall haue any need or occaſion (as be- 
ing ready to decay) to be repayred and for- 
tified, VVe will not be ſlacke (as Contede- 
rates) to cnlarge and encreaſe ſome contri- 
bution towards the ſame, as by friendly re- 
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queſt madeby the Lords of Hungaria, ſhall 
be motioned and deſired. | 

7. Seuenthly, ſpecially, and before all 

things it is neceſſary, that-peace ſhould not 
bee renewed with the Turke , but only an 
ambaſſage, motion , and treatic ; agreed 
vpon and conſtantly continued, and there- 
fore from all the Kingdomes and confede- 
rated Prouinces, there ſhall be ſome ſent to 
the Ottomans countrey, to renew, deter- 
mine vpon, and firengthen the ſaid peace.. 
Touching the counſell, and furthering of 
this good and moſt neceſſary buſineſle, his 
Maieſtic hath of himſelfe vndertaken the 
carc and proceeding thereof, and to ſend his 
particular ambaſſage, as alfo that ours of 
the Kingdome of Bobemia and the Prouin- 
ces bordering vpon it, ſhall goe with it,and 
that then euery one for his part take order 
for and prepare the Preſents, and other 
coſts and charges, that ſhal be neceſſary and 
conuenient,for the ſetting forth of the ſame 
ambaſlage. 

8. Eightly, the confederated Princes & 
Lords, to ſhew their good and true neigh- 
bourhood, to their Confederates & Allies, 
will take care preſently in the beginning of 
Lent (if no waightic and important hinde- 
rance: 


rance thereunto doth not in the meane time 
happen) by certayne Comiſhoners on both 
ſides equally thereunto appointed, to ratifie 
and confirme the Borders of the Kingdome 
of Hungaria, Morauia, Sileſia, and Auſtria, 
for the which there hath beene ſo long and 
continuall trite. 

9. Ninthly , vpon requeſt made by his 
Maieſtic, and the States of the Kingdome of 
Hungaria , touching the good of thoſe of 

Auſtria (to the great hinderance of the 
Kingdome of Hungaria) vntill this time 
with-holden(although true members of the 
ſaid Kingdome) and now at laſt againe ap- 
propriated to the ſaid Kingdome of Hun- 
garia : The confederated Princes,to fignific 
their good neighbourhood and confedera- 
Cy , Will take order , that things ſhall bee 
brought to a good concluſion, and will 
therein bee Mediators and helpetull, that 
the ſame may be reſtored againe. 

10. Tenthly, In the confederated Pro- 
uinces and Kingdomes, in cuery place,when 
and where they will , they ſhall all hold ge- 
nerall meetings and aſlemblies,with this re- 
ipe&, notwithſtanding , that the Lawes, 
Freedomes , Priuileges , and ancient Cu- 
fttomes of the particular Kiagdomes , Pro- 
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Pf vines, States, Townes, Cottimoniltles;and 


Perſons of the ſame, ſhall on both fides bee 
maintayned and obſerued, 

11. Elcuenthly, that the bond of amitic 
berweene the Confederates may bee the 
gronger : The value of the Mint thall bee 
made alike in the ſaid Kingdomes, and con- 
federated Prouinces,and the Moneyes with 
good correſpondence & limitation on both 
iides, Minted : and that in the next generall 
aſſembly of all the Confederates, in a con- 
uenient place (after the afſembly of the 
whole Kingdoms) a certaine limitation and 
taxc ſhall be made of the greater moneyes, 
and that the ſmaller moneyes and the grol- 
ſeft, ſhall hold all one courſe , whereof it 
ſhall bee needfull that a Publication ſhould 
be made in all Kingdomes. 

12. Twelftly , If in proceſſe of time any 
difference or queſtion , touching the Con- 
trac of the League , ſhould chance to hap- 
pen; the confederared Kingdomes and Pro- 
uinces, ypon requeſt made by one of the 
ſaid parties, ſhall appoint a place, where- 
unto all of them comming, the controuerfie 
ſhall be declared, and the diſfcultie thereof 
being decided,it ſhall (by the order and vp- 
right proceeding of the ſaid Confederates) 

be determined : and there it ſhall be requi- 
WE C red, 


red, and by cither {ide appointed,in a cauſe 
neceſſarily concerning them , as aforeſaid, 
that the ſaid partic Plaintife, vpon requeſt 
made by the Confederates , ſhall vpon the 
general day of Parlament or Aſſembly, ſend 
thither their ſpeciall ambaſſage.To the end, 
that any ſuch waightic difference, which by 
chance may happen among the confedera. 
ted Kingdomes and Prouinces, may openly 
and ſpeedily be agreed vpon and'cnded:and 
in Hungar1a, the King,Prince Palatine,and 
the Councell of Bobemia, & other confede- 
rated Lords,ſhalbe appointed as ProteQors 
in that caſe, and in whom the fault ſhall fir 
be found,to appeaſe and pacific the ſame. 
13. Thirteenthly , Thar by a moſt ſiriQ 
and perpetuall Law it ſhall be ordayned and 
prohibited, that in no places of the confe- 
derated kingdomes and Prouinces , there 
ſhall be any Ieſuites permitted to reſide,nor 
be reſident ; neither thatany man, of what | 
ſtate or condition ſoeuecr he be, man or wo- | 
man, high or low, vnder any pretence or 
ſhew whatſocuer , ſecretly or openly ſhall 
vphold, maintayne, entertayne, or harbour 
any of them , much lefle vic them in any 
ambaſlage,cither ſpirituall or temporall,for 
the Commonwealth neither that any King, 
Prince,or any of the States intheir particu- 


lar 


" lar places , ſhall vſe their counſell or aduice; 
that alſo they ſhall not bee preferred to any 
dignitie , vnder what pretence ſocuer they ſhall 
be called thereunto, vpon payne of notable dif- 
loyaltic and perpetual! bani/hment. The execu- 
tion whereof fhall bee referred to the States of 
the Kingdome or Prouince, wherein the offen- 
der, in this caſe, ſhall haue had his reſidence. 

14. Fourtcenthly , When any helpe for the 
warre, or proteQtion againſt any enemie of the 
confederated Kingdomes and Prouinces,ſhall be 
required and ſought for, and to that cnd be ſear 
into this Kingdome,or to the confederated Pro- 
uinces , the chiefe Commanders ſhall have their 
dependance from the King of Bobemia, the Bur- 
graue,the principal Capraynes of the Prouinces, 
Preſidents, Collonels, and generall Captaynes, 
and ſhall proceed in their affaires againft the e- 
nemy by common conſent. And ſuch Souldiers 
as are ſent to aide them, ſhall certainly bee paid 
by them that ſent them, and thereby bee held in 
better order,ſeruice,gonernment, & obedience, 
that they may not haue any pretence or ſeeme to 
be ſent, rather for the ſpoyling and ouerthrow- 
ing,then the defending, of the Gentlemen,com- 
mon people,and the Countrie: and ſpecially,ac- 
cording to the confederacy , they muſt not bee 
ſuffered to ſpoileNoblemens houſes,free towns, 
Churches, Pariſhes, and Hoſpitals. And laftly, 
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that all ſuch ſhall by the confederated Lords in 


their owne Kingdomes and Prouinces, bee en- 
quired after, and diſcharged of their ſcruice. 

I5- We haue thought it good and conueni- 
ent, asalſo the other Lords of the confederacie, 
that it any books of the affaires of the Kings pri- 
uiledges, or any written Copies, touching the 
Kingdome and the confederated Provinces, in 
former times kept in any place (eſpecially after 
the reſtitution of the holy Crowne of the Kings 
of Hungaria) in Bohemia, or in Auſirta, or that 
may there be found, that ſpeedily, vpon the firſt 
requeſt made, all and euery one of them ſhall be 
giuen againe , and without any delay truly deli- 
uvered to the States to whom they belong. 

16. And that among vs, all mutuall fidelity, 
friendſhip, good will, and diligent neighbour- 
hood and confederated League, may bee obſcr- 
ued and vpholden. If at this preſent there bea- 
ny hofſtilitie, betweene, or among the confede- 
rated Kings,Princes,kingdomes,Prouinces, and 
eheir States, and Inhabitants, from this time 
forward, it ſhall, and muſt be wholly ended,and 
for euecr left off and forgotten. 

17. And it any man ſhall preſently or here- 
after be iudged to be bani{hed, from, or out of 
one kingdome or Prouince of the Confederates, 
he thall not be receaued into,nor entertayned in 


any other of the kingdomes or Prouinces in the 
ſaid 
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faid Confederacie , but in like ſort ſhall bee ba- 
niſhed from thence : And further, inall the con- 
federated kingdomes, hee ſhall bee held and ac- 
counted to be a baniſhed man, and it ſhall not 


auaile him , that without the knowledge of the | 


other kingdomes and Provinces, he hath againe 
beene pardoned and recciuecd into grace and fa- 
uour (neuertheleſſe, reſeruing the authoritic of 
Kings and Princes, of reſtoring ſuch perſons a- 
gaine into the grace and fauour of their king- 
domes and Prouinces, with the conſent of the 
States thereof.) But if any ſuch baniſhed perſon 
or offender , ſhall chance to hane fled into, and 
ſaucd himfelfe in any of the conftederated king- 
domes or Prouinces, and ſhall therein be found, 
the principaleſt of that Kingdome or Prouince, 
ſhall (as aforeſaid) bee bound , without any ex- 
ception or excuſe, ſimply and truly, to ſend that 
baniſhed and wicked perſon, to that kingdome 
or prouince , wherein hee receaued that tudge- 
ment of baniſhment and puniſhment. 

Laſtly, Euery King or Prince (now,or in time 
tocome) of the kingdomes and Prouinces,that 
haue made and confirmed this League of confe- 
deracy, and promiſed that they will doe their 
veſt to vphold and maintayne the ſame, and go- 
uerne his kingdome accordingly, ſhall by their 
force, power, and proteCtion, proceeding from 
the ſame, with the conſent of the States thereof,

freely vſc the ſame againit all their enemies. And 
if contrary to all hope and meaning,any of them 
both,againſt the freedome of Religion and pub. 
lique priuiledges therein granted, ſhall doe to 
the contraric,thereby ſeeks to ſubuert and ouer- 
throw them ; in that caſe the States thereof ſhall 
be free and diſcharged of their homage and oath 
of fidelitie, and ſhall hauec full power and perpe- 
cual authoritic to ſpeake againſt them and to re- 
ſift them, & for that cauſe ſhall not by any man 
bee blamed or accuſed of treaſon : and for the 
maintayning of this Confederacy, by all and e- 
uery particular perſon that is receaued therein- 
to, as aforeſaid, the King or Prince , at the ſo- 
lemniſation of his coronation , ſhall take a ſo- 
lemne oath, that he will hold and maintayne the 
ſame, and be bound thereunto. 

Therefore , We the aforeſaid King of Bohe- 
m14a, andall the States of the confederated king- 
domes, as alſo of higher and lower Auſtria, doe 
promiſe for Our ſclues , Our heires and ſucce(- 
ſors, without diſfimulation , to yphold and ob- 
{erue (all the aforeſaid Articles of this agree- 
mentand confederated League, and all and cue- 
ry particular point therein contayned , as they 
are regiſtred in the originall , word by word) 
willingly, and with a perpetuall, conſtant, and 
vniforme deſire, and alſo promiſe that the ſame 
ikall in like ſort be vpholden and obſerued, con- 
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Qantly , religiouſly, and inuiolably , as well as 
poſſible we can or may, and as firmely and refo- 
lutely , as if the ſame had verbatim beene de- 
creed ypon, and publikely ordayned and confir- 
med at the generall Parliament or meeting , of 
the Kingdome of Bohemia , the Margraucſhip 
of Morauia, the Dukedome of S'ilefia, the Mar- 
graucſhip of higher and neather Luſaria,and al- 
ſo of the higher and lower Aufiria; certainely 
hoping, that it will ſo fatl our, that on the other 
ſide, the aforeſaid confederated Lords haue de- 
terminedand decreed , all together, and cuery 
one particularly, vprightly, conſtantly, and reli- 
gioully, to obſerue, vphold, and maintayne the 
ſame, and that with good neighbourhood , cor- 
reſpondence,and vnitie,the ſame will daily more 
and more be ſtrengthned,and firmly grounded ; 
which Almightic God, Authour, encreaſer,and 
protecor of all lawfull contraQs and confede- 
racies, of his great mercy vouchſafe to graunt. 
And for the better and firmer witneſſing of this 
perpetuall League,We hauc here vnder ſubſcri- 
bed Our hands, and cauſed Our ſeales to bee 
thereunto annexed.

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And wee, the aforeſaid: Ambaſſadors of the 
uiſant King, andthe famous Kingdome of Bg.- 

hs and of the. incorporated Prouinces,as al. ' 
ſo of the lower Aufiria, with abſolute and full 
power, being ordayned and deputed to bee at 
the conſulting, treating, handling, and confer. 
ring of this confederacie, approue all and cucry 
particular things and points that are contayned 
in this accord of the perpetuall League , and in 
ſigne of our vnadoubted fidelitie, belecue and are 
perſwaded, that by his Maieflie the King of Bo- 
hemia, and the States of this Kingdome,and the 
confederated Prouinces thereof ; the ſame ſhall 
by a ſpeciall authentique Copie,vnder hand and 
ſcale, bee ſent to the Prince and Kingdome of 
Hungaria and Tranſfiluania, and to thatend we 
haue hereunto put our hands and ſcales; giuen 
in Presburg , inthe open and generall mceting, 
the 15. of Ianuaric x 6 2 0-
